he might juſtly and cafily doe, it ſeemes very reaſonablerhat 
the people might well be excuſed from taking upen them 
this burden, being altogether innocent, and free trom. belag 
any cauſes ot it. * * 

When we undertooke the charge of the army , which coſt 
above 50600.pound a moneth, was not this given to the King? 
was it not his Majeſties army ? were not all the Commanders 
under contra&t with his Majelty at higher rates ahd greater 
wages then ordinary ? and have not we taken upon us to dif- 
charge all the brotherly aſſiſtance of three hundred thouſand 
pounds which we gavethe Scots? was it not toward repaire 
of thoſe dammages and lufles which they received from che 
Kings ſhips , and from his minifters * Theſethree particulars 
amonut to above 1100 thouſand pound., belides his. Majeſty 
hath received by impoſitions upon merchandiſe at leaſt 400. 
thouſand pounds;, ſo that his Majeſty hath had out of the fub- 
Je&s purſe fince the Parliament began, one million and halfe, 
and yet theſe men can be fo wes ak as to tell his Majctty, 
that we'have done nothing for him. As tothe ſecond branch 
of this ſlander,we acknowledge with much'thankfulneſſe that 
his Majeſty hath pafſed more' good Bils to the advantage of 
the ſubje&s then have beene in many ages; but withall wee 
cannot forget,that theſe venomous-countels did manitekt theme 
ſelves in ſome endeavours to hinder theſe good Acts : and for 
both Houfes of Parliament wee may with truth and modeſty 
ſay thus much, That we have ever beene carefull not to defire 
any thing that ſhould weaken the Crowne either in juſt profit 
or wefull power, The triennial Parliament, for the matter of it, 
doth not extend to ſo much as by Law we oug|!:t co have re- 
quired, there being two Statutes ſtill in force for a Parliament 
$0 be once a yeere ; and for the manner of it , it is in the Kings 
power,that it ſhall never take _— he by a timely —_— 


ſhall prevenc any other way of afſemdling. In the Bill for eon- 
tinuance of this preſent Parliament , there ſeemes to be ſome 
re ſtraint of the royall power indiffolving of Parliaments,nc t 
to take it out of the crowne, but to ſaſpend the execution of it 
for this tine and occafion enely, which was fo neceffary for 
the Kings owne ſecurity, and the publique peace,that without 
it we could not have undertaken any of theſe great charges, 
bue muſt have lefe both the armies to drforder and confuſion, * 
and the whole Kingdome te blood and rapin. The Starre- 
chamber was much more fruitfull in oceniticn then in profit, 
the great fines being for the moſt part given away, and the 
reſt ſtalled at long times. The fines of the high Commiſſion 
werein themſelves unjuſt and ſeldome or never came into the 
Kings purſe. Thete foure Bils are particularly and more ſpeci- 
ally inftaneed, inthe rcft there will not be found ſo mach as a 
fhadow of prejudice to the Crowne. They have ſought co di- 
miniſh our reputation with the people, and to bring them 
ourof love with Parliaments : the aſperfions which they have 
attempted this way,have been ſuch as theſe, That we have ſpent 
mack time and donelitcle,eſpecially in thoſe grievances which 
Concerne Religion. That the Parliamentiis a burden to the 
Kingdome by the abundance of ProteRions which hinder 
ſaſtice and Trade, and by many Subſidies granted,much mores 
heavy then any they formerly endured ; ro which there is a 
ready anſwer: if the time ſpent in this Parliament be confide- 
red in relation backward to the long” growth and deep root of 
thoſe grievances, which we have removed, tothe powerfull 
npports of thoſe delinquents which we have purtued , to the 
great neceſlicies and other charges of the Common wealth for 
which we have provided: or if it be conſidered in relation 
forward to many advantages, which not onely the preſent, 
bar futare ages are ſike to reap by the good lawes and other 
proceedings in this Parliament, we doubr not bnt it will be 
thought by all indifferent judgements that ov: time hath been 
mmachk better imployed then in a farre greater proportion of 
time in many former Parliaments pat together ;* and the 
charges whigh have beene laid upon the SubjeR,andehe ochet

inconveniences which they have borne will Teem very light.in 
reſpe& of the benefit they have and may receive, And for the 
matter of proteRions, the Parliament is ſo ſenſible of it, that 
thereia they intend co give them whatever caſe may itand 
with Honour and Juſtice ; andareina way of pafling a Bull to 
give them ſatisfaction. They have ſought by many ſubtile 
praRices, to cauſe jealouſies and diviliens betwixtus and our 
brethren ot Scotland, by ſlandering their procee4ings and in- 
tentions towards us,and by ſecret endeavours to inſtigate and 
incenſe them and us one 2gaink another. T hey have had ſuch a 
party of Biſhops & popiſh Lords in the houſe of Peeres,as hath 
cauled much oppolition and delay in the proſecution of delin- 
ents, hindred the proceedings of divers good Bils paſſed ia 
theC6 mons houſe, concerning the reformation of ſun 
abuſes and corruptions both in Church ard State. They have 
laboured to ſeduce and corrupt ſomeof the Catnmons Houſe, 
to draw them into conſpiracies and combinations againſt the 
liberty of the Parliament: And by their infiruments and agents 
they have attempted co diſaftcQ and diſcontent his Majeſtics 
Army, & to ingage it fur the maintgnance of their wicked and 
trayterous rhe keeping up of Biſhops in votes and fun- 
&ions, and by force tv compell the Parliament to order, limit, 
and diſpoſe their proceedings in ſuch mavner as might beſt 
concur with the intentions ofthis dangerons and potent fa&i= 
on: And whenone miſchievous defigne,and attempt of theirs 
to bring on the Army againit the Parliament, andthe City of 
London had been diſcovered and prevented , they preſently 
undertooke another of the ſame damnable nature, with this 
addicion toit, to endeavuur tomake the Scotiſh Army neu- 
trall , whilſt the Engliſh Army which they kad laboured to 
corrupt and invenome againſt us by their talſe and flinderoug 
ſuggeſtions ſhould execute their malice to the ſubverſion of 
our religion and the diflolution of our government. Thus they 
have beene continually pra&zing to diſturbe the peace, and 
'nlocting the deſtruion even ot all the Kings dominions,and 
have employed their cani{faries and agents in them all for che 
promgting of their divellifh _ which the vigilancy of 
2 -thoſe 


thoſe whowere well affefted hath Rill diſcovered'and defeated 
betore they were ripe for execution in England and Scotland; 
onely in Ireland which was farther off, chey have had time and 
eppertunity to mould an prepare their worke, and had 
broaghc ic to that perfe&ion that they had poſſeſſed them» 
ſelves of that whole Kingdome, totally ſubverted the govern- 
ment of ic,rooted out religion,and deſtroyed all theproteſtancs 
whom the confcience of their duety to God, their King and 
Countrey would not have permitted to joyne with them, if 
by Gods wonderfull providence their maineenterpriſe upon 
the City and Caſtell of Dublin had not breene derefted and 
prevented y70n che very eave before ir ſhould have been exe- 
cuted. N otwithitanding they have in other parts of that King- 
done broken oat into open rebellion, ſurprifing Townes and 
Caſtels, committed murders, rapes, and other viilantes; and 
ſhaken off all bonds of obedience co his Majeſty, and the lawes 
of the Realme and in generall have kindled {ach a fire,as no- 
thing but Gol4s infinite: bleſsing upon the wiſedome and en- 
deavours of this Statewill be able to quench it : and certainly 
had not God iq, bis great mercy unto this Land diſcovered and 
confounded their former defignes, wee had been the Prologue 
tothis Tragedy in Iceland, and had by this time beene made 
the Iamentable ſpeRacle of miſery and confuſion. And now 
what hope have we but in God,when as the only means of our 
ſubſiſtance, and power of reformation is under him, in the 
Parliament; buc what can we the Commons withoue the con- 
Janfion of the Hauſe of Lards, and what conjun&ion can we 
expe there, when the Biſhops and recuſant Lords are ſo nu- 
merous and prevalent}, that they are able to crofſe and inter- 
rapt our beſt endeavours forreformation, and by that meanes 
give advantage'to this malignant party to tradace our procce- 
dings. They infuſe into the people, that we meane to aboliſh 
all Chucch government,and leave every man to his owne fancy 
for. the ſervice and worſhipof God, abſolving him of that o- 
bedience which he owes uuder God unto his Majeſty whom 
we know to be intruſted with the Ecclefiaſticall law as 
well as with the temporall to regulate all the members of 


the 
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the Church of England by ſuch rules of order and diſcipline 
a8 are eſtabiſhied by Parliament which is his great Councell,in 
all affaires both in Church and State» We confefle our inten- 
tion is, and our endeavours have been to reduce within bounds 
that exorbitant power which the Prelates have aſſumed unto 
themſelves fo contrary both to the Word of God, and tothe 
Lawes of the Land, to which ead we paſt the Bill for the re- 
moving them from their temporall power and employments, 
that ſo the better they might with meekneſle apply them(clyes 
to the diſcharge of their fun&ions,which Bill themſelves op- 
poſed, and were the principall inſtruments of crolsing it, 

And we doe here declare, that itis farre ftom our purpoſe 
or deſire to let looſe the golden reynes of diſcipline, and go- 
vernment'in the Church, to leave private perfors or particular 
congregations to take up what forme of divine Service they 
pleaſe; for we. hold it requiſite that their ſhould be throughoue 
chie whole realme a conformity to that order which che Laws 
enioy ne, according to theWord of God: and we deſire to un- 
burthen the coniciences of men of needlefſe and ſuperſtiticus 
ceremonies, ſupprefſe innovations , and take away che mony- 
ments of Idolatry. And the better to efte& rhe intended re- 
formation, we defire there may be a generall Synod of the 
moſt grave; pious.learned and judicious Divines of this Iſland, 
aſſiſted with ſome from forraine parts profefling the ſame re- 
ligion with us, who may conftder of all things neceflary for 
the peace and good government of the Church, and repreſent” 
the reſults of their con{ulcations unto the Parliament to be 
there allowed of and confirmed. and receive the ſtamp 6f an« 
thority thereby to findepeflave and obedience throughout the 
Kingdome. They have malicioufly charged us that we intend 
to deftroy and diſcourage Learning , whereas it is our chiefeft 
care and cefire to adyance it,and to provide a competent main« 
tenance for confcionable and preaching Miniſters throughout 
the Kingdome,which will bea great encouragementto Schol= 
kers, and a certaine meanes whereby the want, meanenefle, and 
tgnorance to which a great part of the Clergy is now ſubjeR, 
will be prevented. And weintend —_ to reform.,and purge 


the. fountaines of learning the two LIniverſities;that the ftreamg 
f »wing from thence may be cleere and pure, and:an honour 
and comiortto the whole Land. 'l hey have'ttrayned co blaſt 
our proceedings in Parliament by wreiting the interpretations 
ot ow: Oiders t:om char genuine intention. They tell the peo- 
ple that. our medling with the power of Epiſcopacy, bath 
cauſed teFaries and conventicles, when idolatry and popiſh 
ceremonies introduced into the Church by the command of 
the Biſhops have not onely debarred the people from thence, 
bur expelled chem trom the Kingdome. Thus with El/iah we 
are C:lled by this mal:gnant party the troublers of the State, 
and iti!l while we endevour-to reforme their abuſes,they make 
us the authours of thoſe miſchictes we ſtudy ito prevent : for 
the perfe&ting of the worke begun and removingall future 
impediments, weconceve thele courſes will be very effeRuall, 
ſeeing the religion of the p+piſis bath ſuch principals as doe 
ceit:inly tend to the deſtruftion and ex: irpation of all Prote- 
ſtints when they ſhall have opportwnity co eftfeR ir. 

Ic is neceſſary in the firſt 1 ro keep them in ſuch condi- 
ti.:n,as that they may not be able todoc us any hurt, and for 
avoyding of {uch connivence and favour as bath heretofore 
been ſhewed unto them, That his Majeſty be pleaſed to grant 
aſtanding Commiſhon to ſome choice men named in Parlia- 
ment,who may take notice of their increaſe,their counſels and 
pruceedings, and u'e all duc meanes by execution of the Laws 
t> prevent a 1y miſchievousdeligne$,again(t the peace and ſafe- 
tyof this Kingdome, That ſome good courle be taken to dif- 
cover the countertcit and falſe contormitcy of papiltsro the 
Church by colour wherot perſons very much diſafte&ed to the 


true religion have been admitted into place of greatelt autho- 


riy and cruſt in the Kingdome. 

For the better preC{.rvation of the Lawes and liberties of the 
Kingdome,that ail iflegall grievances and exaCQions be preſen- 
ted and puriſtedat the Scſſions, and Alsizes : and that Judges 
avd Juſtices be caretull ro give this in charge tothegrand Jury, 
and bath the Sheriffe and Juſtices to be tworn to thedue exe- 
cution of the petition ot right and other Lawes : T hat his 

Majeky 
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Majeſty be humbly gn by both Honfſes to employ fach 
Counſellors, Ambaſſadors, and orher Miniſters in marmaging 
his buſinefſe at home and abroad, as the Parliament may have 
cauſe to-confide in, without which we cannot give his Majeſty 
ſuch {applies for ſupport of his owne eſtate,nor inch affittance 
to the proteſtant party beyond the Sea, as is deftred., Tema 
often fall one that the Commons may have jaſt cauſeto rake 
exceptions at fome men for being Connſcllors, and; yet not 
charge thoſe men wich crimes, for there be groands of difff- 
dence which lie not in proofe; there are others which th 

they may be proved yet are not legally criminall;tobra'known 
favonrer of papiſts, or to have been very forward in defending

buc luch as they within ſome reaſonable time diteoverto rhe 
Lords of his Mijefties Councell : and although they ſhould 
wickedly torſweare theinſelves, yet it may herein doe good to.

them as wich us. That his Majeſty may have cauſe to be in love 
with good countell and good men,by ſhewing him in an hum- 
ble and dutitfull manner, how full of advantage it would be to 
him(elfe, to ſee his owne eſtate ſetled in a plentifull condition. 
to ſapport his 1onour, to ſec his people aired in wates of 
duty to him an4 endeavoms of the publique good ; to fee hap-

beginning and foundation of more honour and bappineſle to
